GETTING IN IS NOT GETTING OUT 


How to get into debt though a farmer seems 
to have been a dominating thought at the con- 


vention of the United Farmers. To most people 
the reports emanating from Calgary in Tr ference 


to the farmer and the chances for borrowing 


money must have looked peculiar. From farmer 
friends and statements in the newspapers they 
have gathered that the problem at present troub- 
ling the man on the land is how to pay off the 
mortgage and the lien note and the store bills 
which are already standing against him, and to 
exterminate the interest pest that is eating the 
profit out of his crop every year. Yet the dele 
yates at the southern city appear to have kept 


clear of that branch of the subject, while they put | 


through a whole series of resolutions all aimed 
at enabling the farmer who is not now in debt, and 
‘he one who is in debt to get in farther and stay 
in. 

Three resolutions were passed by the conven 
tion dealing with the fiscal situatign of the far- 
mer, in effect as follows: 


1. That ‘‘monopolistie control of money and | 


credit are the fundamental cause not only of ag 
rieultural and industrial depression and stagna 
tion but also of modern wars’’; 

2. That the Dominion Government should set 
up a loan department whose business would be to 


issue notes declared to be of the value of money, | 
these notes to be loaned upon one and one only | 


kind of business security, ‘improved, inhabited 
und used farms’’—that is, to farmers and farmers 
only : 

3. That the Government of Alberta should 
set up a provincial bank, with power to issue 
paper currency not secured by a gold reserve 

A fourth resolution called upon the Provin 
cial Government to assume the present liabilities 
of the farmers of the Province; to issue Provin 
cial bonds of an amount equivalent to the grand 
total of these; and to allow the obligations to be 
paid off in a term of years under a refunding 
scheme. This resolution was defeated; but only 
after the Attorney General had told the conven- 
tion that if the United Farmers continued to drive 
the Government into such experiments they would 
bankrupt the Province by destroying its credit, 
and he hinted pretty broadly that very thing was 
likely to happen in the year 1924 if the particular 
scheme in question were to be attempted. At that 
the motion was rejected by only a narrow major 
ity, with about a third of the delegates voting. The 
if Mr. Brownlee had not stated 
and the convention had voted 
in usual strength, the demand that the liabilities 
af the Provinee be thus doubled at swoop 
would have gone through by an overwhelming ma 
jority to the accompaniment of approving cheers 

There is only one conelusion to be drawn fram 
this set of resolutions. Namely that in the opinion 
of the most ective spirits in the United Farmers’ 
organization it is not at present easy enough for 
the farmer to get into debt; that under present 
arrangements he cannot get far enough in debt; 
and that if he is in debt he ought to be relieved as 
much as possible of pressure to get out of debt. 

And to remedy these supposed defects in the 
financial system they would put the credit of the 
Province at the disposal of any who happens to be 
a farmer, while refusing like concessions to all 
who are not farmers; would issue fiat money ; and 
would make the Province assume liabilities al 
ready incurred by individual farmers, without the 
consent or advice of the Government, amounting 
to something like $60,000,000 

The broad conception 
these proposals is obvious. It is that farming in 
Alberta should be carried on upon & credit basis. 
Put in plain language that means that the farmers 
of Alberta should be generally, normally and heay 
ily in debt; that they should be facilitated even by 
the risk of the public credit, to get into debt and 
stay in debt; that instead of being, or aspiring to 
be the freest and most independent man in the 


inference is that 


the fact so plainly,

community, the farmer should be encour 
aged to put himself in bondage and to 
work out his days in effort to meet 
the interest payments on his borrowings; that 


instead of agriculture becoming the self-dependent 
basis of the whole economic structure it should 
itself become an enterprise dependent upon the 
willingness of people outside the Province to lend 
inoney to the Province with no security save the 
will and tax-paying power of debt-encumbered 
farmers, 

The several proposals are themselves imprac 
tivable, and would be ruinous if attempted to be 
carried into effect.
